Bookers Warned About 
Non-Union Men and 
Secale Cutters 


CHICAGO lan on The Chicago 
Musicians’ Union took steps Friday to 
put a stop to the employment of non- 
union musicians at local club entertain- 
ments and in some of the smaller thea- 
ters, and to union membe! working 
under the scale. The practice has been

C. Petril) president of the union, de- 
clared to vaudeville booking agents whom 
he had called for a conference with 
union Officials. Petrillo said that those 
wents whé persist in booking acts for

Early in the week the union mailed 
letters to agencies specializing in club 
bookings asking them to attend a con- 
ference Friday at union headquarters. 
Those receiving notices included Pan- 
tages Vaudeville Agency, Sam Roberts, 
Robinson Attractions, Dick Sachsel, 
Schooley Productions, Milton Schuster, 
Morris Silver, Gus Sun Booking Exchange, 
Webster Vaudeville Circuit, Charles Doll, 
Edward Weyerson, Sid Wormser, William 
Zimmerman, Kendall Bureau, Redpath 
Lyceum Bureau, Edward Keough, Eddie 
Gittleson, Sam Ferman, Assotiated Book- 
ing Offices, Barnes-Carruthers Fair Book- 
ing Association, Brown's Booking Bureau, 
William S. Cgnham, Carrell Agency, 
Frank Gladden, Bert Levey Circuit, Mar- 
cus Loew, Curly Ross, Sadie Morris, Ed- 
ward Morse, Allen Summers, Al Borth- 
wick, Joe Bren, Vic Brown, Joe Coffey, 
Bill Parent, Temple Amusement Ex- 
change, United Booking Agency, Western 
Vaudeville and Lew Goldberg. 

Of these more than 20 responded and 
were addressed by Petrillo, who stated 
that in the past the union had been 
lenient with agents who frequently rep- 
resented they had booked acts for an 
affair without knowing a non-union or- 
chestra was to play. The practice has 
become so prevalent, however, the union 
can not ignore it, Petrillo said, and in 
future it will be up to the agent to make 
sure a union band is to be employed 
for shows he books. If he plays his acts 
with non-union orchestras he will be 
placed on the unfair list. The rule also 
applies to agents who work in their acts 
as piano players. They must be members 
of the union 

Another matter taken up was the 
practice of some union piano players 
working under the scal “Some of 
them,” said Petrillo, “are trying to evade 
the requirements of the union and think 
they are getting away with it, but we 
catch most of them.” 

The minimum for piano players is $13 
on week nights, with $1 extra for tuxedo, 
and $15, with tux., on Saturdays. 

Petrillo stated that agents who did 
not attend Friday’s conference would be 
notified, and unless they observe the 
union’s requirements they will be placer 
on the unfair list.

Report of Albion Fair Secretary 


Interesting to Outdoor Showmen 


ALBION, N. Y., Jan. 26—The annual 
report of Charles W. Howard, secretary 
of the Orleans County Fair, recently is- 
sued, is filled with information which 
shows the society alive a th - fact that 
a well-managed expo osi ion ” can, with 
weather breaks, al or be a@ money 
maker. 

Among comments made by Mr. How- 
ard, the following will prove of unusual 
interest to outdoor showmen and others: 

“Our midway this year was as clean 
as it has ever been. In fact this may 
be said of the entire fair. Not one ar- 
rest was made, nor did the Management 
receive a single complaint. We could 
have sold much more space had we al- 
lowed certain things, but the money re- 
ceived would not have made up for the 
damage done to our clean record A 
large carnival company was booked at 
the beginning of the year. It was repre- 
sented as being clean and above re- 
proach. During the summer I heard of 
the company playing in the southern 
part of the State and made a trip down 
to look it over. I found that it was 
not as represented and we at once can- 
celed it. This left us in a very bad way, 
for rides, etc.. were all booked up. By 
hard and fast work we were able to book 
in more rides than we have ever had 
before and had a much more successful 
midway than tho we had had the car- 
nival company The electric current 
going off on Friday night cut the con- 
cessions on their night play and we lost 
some money On this account, as we had 
to make refunds where it was neces- 
sary 

“Our free entertainment was very good 

; Our night show in the form of 
a Community Circus was good, altho the 
cold, windy weather each night kept the 
entire program from being run off It 
was also very unpleasant for the spec- 
tators and kept many from going into 
the grand stand The Thursday night 
show had to be called off entirely on 
account of the weather. Howard Olds, of 
Medina, is deserving of a great deal of 
praise and credit as director of this 
year’s circus In fact, every one who 
so cheerfully gave of their time and 
efforts to make this a success, receive 


the hearty and sincere thanks and - 
preciation of the society. While th 
Community Circus was original with 
our fair and for two years has been a 
success, I do not think it would be 
wise to run it a third year. The cost of 
the circus was cut down $300 from last 
year. 


“The pass evil has always had a great 
deal said about it and we have tried 
to keep track of all passes given out 
and complimentary tickets. One hun- 
dred and thirty-five passes were given 
out to those who were in the circus. The 
balance in the circus were exhibitors, 
life members or had already bought a 
ticket. Two hundred and ten com- 
plimentary tickets were given out as fol- 
lows: 144 to other fairs in New York 
State, 2 being sent to each fair as a 
matter of courtesy, which has been a 
custom for years; 43 were given to the 
newspapers in the county and Western 
New York: 23 were used for the officers’ 
and directors’ families. Each ticket was 
good for one admission per day. Only 
about 40 of these tickets of the 210 were 
used Concession and commercial ex- 
hibitors were each given a_ ticket if 
necessary for each $10 worth of space

believe that we do not have a pass evil 
and that the amount we lose at the 
gate is very small. 


“Another change which the officers 
and directors made was the paving of 
all non-salaried officers and di irectors $2 
for each meeting they attended and $5 
for each day and night they were at 
the fair and worked. I do not know 
as this is a good plan, altho I believe 
that they should receive at least mileagg 
of some kind and be compensated in 
some way for their labors For these 
men put a great deal of time and 
thought on the fair and receive few 
compliments and many complaints. They 
do not make any personal gain by hold 
ing their office; in fact most of them 
would be better off financially if they 
were not connected with the fair.”

The fair will be under the general 
auspices of the Department of Overseas 
Trade, which will organize the London 
section, devoted to lighter trades, while 
the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce 
will organize the other section, devoted 
to heavier trades. 

The fair w vr be on a larger scale than 
ever before ore than 500.000 square 
feet of exhibition space having been let 
In London, more than 280,000 square feet 
have been let. while at Birmingham the 

whole of the 200,000 feet available with- 
in the buildings has been let and the 
authorities have added an Open-air sec- 
tion for exhibits of heavy outdoor ma- 
chinery 

Features of the London section will be 
in pottery and glassware, sporting goods 
furniture and basketware, toys, leather 
and leather goods, stationery and printing, 
fancy goods, clothing and textiles, food- 
stuffs, chemicals, radio and jewelry. 

At Birmingham, the engineering, hard- 
ware, electrical apparatus and crude-oil 
engines will make up the larger part of 
the exhibition.

At the conclusion of the meeting Will 
L. White announced that the member- 
ship of the association is now close to 75.

These accomplishments have been wit 
respect to the amusement park's li rere 
insurance. The original recommendation 
has worked out so successft in prac- 
tice that I was led to i sup- 
plemental proposal to the on at 
its recent convention cago. I 
cannot outline this proposal as com- 
pletely as I would like to, but I will 


give you its high spots so that you may 
see its relationship to what has gone 


before. 

The work of putting your liability 
protection on a 100 per cent basis is 
not yet completed. here remains the 
necessity of consolidating and further 
strengthening the position of the amuse- 


parks in order to guard against 
ility of a company discontinu- 
ing the acceptance of the business be- 
cause of the development of a number 
of catastrophes and large losses. In the 
amusement park business, as you well 
cnow, catastrophes and large losses are 
not remote poss! bilities Should they 
develop, it quite possible that a com- 
pany might feel compelled to discontinue 
accepting your business. his problem 
must be solved. 

It can be solved, for the amusement 
park needs and uses other forms of 
insurance which no systematic 
effort has been put. For instance, your 
workmen’s compensation nee. This 


form can be placed with |} present 
lability carrying company and the 
premium volume to help stabilize your 


more hazardous coverage or liability in- 
surance. In addition your workmen’s 
compensation cover can be handled ad- 
vantageously, both from the standpoint 
of receiving proper classifications and 


rates. 
Burglary insurance is an important 
coverage in the amusement park busi- 


ness. This line is acceptable to 
large casualty companies, and most park 
avail themselves of this protection, and, 
on the whole, their business represents 
a substantial volume of premiums. But 
with all of this, I have been 
to find one case of rate reduction. This, 
as I pointed out to the National Asso- 
ciation, is a problem which deserves at- 
tention, both in the matter of broaden- 
ing your protection and in the reduc- 
tion of rates. 

Fir insurance, to take another con- 
crete example, has always been a source 
of worry and difficulty to amusement

parks. There are today many parks that 
are actually unable to buy this pro- 
tection. In cases where it can be bought 


the owners are unable to buy an amount 
of protection in keeping with the con- 
ditions of their policies or their invest- 
ments, the latter being of extreme im- 
portance. Where an owner is successful 
in completing his necessary coverage, he 
ja nften comrreliedt to pay not only tariff 
rates, or thus rates promulgated by 
the local fire underwriting bureau, but 
very much in excess of these rates. 
These problems require serious atten- 
tion and immediate concerted action. 
The remedy that I proposed to the Na- 
tional Association was the for- 
mation of a committee composed of lead- 
ing amusement park owners and opera- 
tors, to work out and supervise the ine 
surance problems of your business. I] 
recommended that the committee be 
given sufficient 1 ide and authority 
in its operation in order to fully protect 
and safeguard the insurance interests of 
each member. This committee would 
act as a clearing house for the placing 
of your insurance thru a source recome- 
mended by the association, instead of

manager; the Gordon Fireworks Com- 


pany, Chicago, represented by J. Saun- 
ders Gordon, president. 

This circuit will have four days of 
harness racing under rules of the Har- 
ness Association of America. Senator 
Frank Hyland, Devils Lake, was named 
official starter. 

Automobile races will be booked for 
the first and last days, but the schedules 
were not drawn, as it was decided to 
wait until after the national races at 
Miami, Fla. 

There will be chariot and running 
races before the grand stand each after- 
noon of the fair, and a concert band will 
be contracted for. Much business was 
left untouched by the “A” Circuit group, 
and will be taken up at a later meeting 
of the board of directors. 


The entertainment program of the 
Grain Belt Circuit will include free acts 
before the grand stand. The St. Julian
